C. O. Card and J. A. Hammer, of Card- 
ston, Alberta, have been granted the right 
to take water from Lees Creek. Alberta, 
sufficient to irrigate 1.002 acres of land. 
The probable number of consumers of water 
is 40, the preseut value of the land is placed 
at $20 and acre and the rate to be charged 
for water is 50 cents an acre. 

Tur Edmcuton liberal association wired 
to Hon. Mr. Tarte, minister of public works 
on Friday, inviting him to visit Edmonton 
on his way to the coast. On Saturday they 
rece.ved the follewing reply: ‘* Winnipeg, 
Uct.

Tue bye-election for the mayoralty which 
took place on Saturday was a very quiet 
affair. As Jas, Ross had retired from the 
contest, it was practically an election by 
acclamation. Mr. Gallagher is to be con- 
gratulated on the position to which he has 
been unanimously elected and of which as 
an enterprising and public spirited citizen 
he is fully deserving. 

F. pg Lessert and G. C. Cowan returned 
on Wednesday from a season’s outing in the 
Rockies at the head waters of the Fraser 
river. They also visited the head waters of 
the Athabasca and of the Saskatchewan. 
They were guided most satisfactorily by John 
Moberly, of the Jasper House band of 
Iroquois half-breeds. During-their trip they 
killed 13 big horn sheep, 11 goats and 5 
caribous. Jhere were plenty of elk, but 
they did not killany. They left the head- 
waters of the Saskatchewan on Oct. 3rd, 
being driven away by snow a foot and a half 
deep. Among their trophies are two pair of 
very fine caribou horns. The horns of one 
of the sheep heads measures 26 inches in cir- 
cumference at the base. They have some 
specimens of black poplar bark, three 
inches in thickness, taken from _ trees 
twelve feet in circumference. The large 
sheep killed weighed about 500 pounds and 
the caribou 400 to 500. Mr. de Lessert 
leaves for his home in Switzerland on to- 
morrow’s train. 


A party of seven miners arrived on Satur- 
day from Moose Creek, over 100 miles down 
the, river where they have been mining this 
season. Five of the party go on to British 
Columbia, the other two return to Moose 
Creek to mine by drifting during the winter. 
Miners are doing well just now as the water 
is very low, but the mining season has been 
unusually short owing to a long season of 
high water. The Mearon Bros., of Edmon- 
toa are mining below Fort Pitt. A party 
of eight men are at work at Flat Bar about 
15 miles west of Moose, and three more are 
at work at Gold Island. The Victoria set- 
tlers are also at work near that,place and 
ali are said to be doing well. Several hand 
mining dredges were taken down the river 
below Victoria, but all have been given up 
and the owners have gore to work with 
grizzley, pick and shovel. The party of 
miners from Moose travelled by team on the 
north side of the river to Victoria. They 
were delighted with the Egg lake district 
where Rev. Father Lacombe’s half-breed 
reserve is situated. A number of half-breeds 
have settled there and a large mission build- 
ing has been erected. Ferries were very 
plenitful at Moose Creek this season, 
particularly black currants, raspberries and 
biue berriss, <

SUPREME COURT. 


Friday, Oct. 23. 


A. Coghlan charged with having set fire 
to his own heuse pleaded not guilty. He 
elected to be tried without a jury. The 
trial will take place on Monday next. 


T. R. Haddon charged with obtaining 
money under false pretences, pleaded not 
guilty. The trial will take place on Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 4. The same defendant was 
also charged with perjury. 

Saturday was chiefly occupied by the 
hearing of the motion on behalf of certain 
ratepayers who had appealed against their 
assessment, asking that the court of revision 
of town be prohibited from making a gener- 
al reduction of 20 per cent in the town’s as- 
sessment. §. S. Taylor, Q. C., appeared on 
behalf of the appealing ratepayers and 
argued that the court of revision could only 
act on objections made. That as no specific 
objection had been made as provided by 
Isw against the general assessment they had 
no power to make a general reduction. N. 
D. Beck, Q. C., for the town argued that 
the special notice by the assessment clerk 
alluded to was merely directory and could 
be waived. That the so-called court of re- 
vision was not really a court, but merely a 
board for the fair adjustment or equaliza- 
tion of the assessment. Not being a court 
its existence ceased with its duties which 
were now completed and therefore the court 
was dead. If it were held to‘be a court and 
was still in existence it could adjourn from 
time to time and as there was no time 
limit for the notice of objection provided in 
the ordinance that notice could still be 
given and beacted upon. Judgment was 
reserved,

O'Donnell vs. MeHugh.—Action to re- 
cover value of notes given as accommodation 
notes on horse deal. Judgment for defend- 
ant with costs. McNamara for plaintiff, 
Lougheed for defendant. 


Queen vs. Ka-ma-kaw-a-git and Charles 
Joachim. Prisoners were charged with 
having murdered an Indian named Piere 
Alexis, near Pierre Gray’s trading post at 
Island lake, west of lake St. Ann, on Aug. 
11th last. The body was found in the lake 
on the 15th August. Dr. McInnis held a 
coroner’s inquest and Dr. Braithwaite made 
a post mortem examination. The following 
jurymen were selected: J. Price, A. D. 
Osborne, §. A. Kelly, J, Looby, J. Peacock, 
and S. F. McCauley. The case was opened 
by N. D. Beck, Q. C., and the first witness, 
Francois Alexis, brother of the murdered 
man, called. The evidence is being given in 
Stony which is being translated into Cree 
by Stony Panl and from Cree to English by 
Rev. R. B. Steinhauer, of Morley. Conse- 
quently the case is progressing slowly.

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LAND SETTLEMENT. 

The question of settling the vacant 
Jands of the Northwest is one cf the 
most important that the new govera- 
ment has to face; second only in im- 
portance to the question as to the kind 
of people who are to settle them. For 
after allit is the people who make the 
country. The finest country under the 
sun is no good unless the people are as 
they should be, North America was 
just as good in climate and soil 500 
years ago as it is to-day. But the 
people did not use profitably the ad- 
vantages which nature gave. China is 
a rich and populous country and the 
people are highly civilized and wonder- 
fully industrious, but China is not as 
pleasant a place for people of our own 
race and tastes and training to live as 
Canada, simply because the people are 
not as our people. Superior they may 
be in many, or ia all ways, but that 
does not make them or their institutions 
or ideas any more desirable in associa- 
tion. In order that settlement shall be 
suecessiul there must be the right kind 
of people to make it successful, they 
must be suitably outfitted and properly 
dealt with. The first point on which 
they must be dealt with is the terms 
upon which they shall be allowed to 
acquire land,—the object they had in 
view in coming to the country. In 
considering this point the goverment’ 
has done wisely in giving the land free 
to the actual settler, only asking a fee 
sufficient to guarantee good faith, and 
requiring that the settlement shall be 
actual and not imaginary. The prin- 
ciple of giving free grants is that the 
land unoceupied does not contribute to 
to the revenue of the country, while as 
soon as it is occupied the occupant be- 
gins to contribute not oniy directly to 
the national, provincial and municipal 
revenues, but indirectly to those re- 
venues also by helping to swell the 
volume of business of the country. 
The government gets better value in 
the free settlement of the land than in 
sales without settlement, no matter at 
how high a price. If this idea had 
been adhered to throughout the west 
there would have been a different tale 
to tell by this time as to western pro- 
gress. Unfortunately the authorities 
became imbued with the idea that they 
could eat their cake and have it too— 
that they could sell the land at a profit 
as well as give it away at a profit. 
Careful consideration should have 
shown that if it was profitable and 
necessary to give the land away to 
secure settlement ; it would not be pro- 
fitable to hold it at a price «hat would 
prevent settlement ; or to actually pro- 
hibit settlement, irrespective of price. 
And yet this is what has been done. 
While one square mile was"given away 
to induce ‘settlement the adjoining 
square mile was ciosed from settlement. 
The good that was done in offering the 
one section for free settlement was 
counteracted as far as possible by pro- 
hibiting settlement on the adjoining 
section. It wasas though a man tried 
to drive a team with one slack line and 
the other tied back tight. The result 
in the settlement of the west has been 
exactly the same as would naturally re- 
sult from a team being driven in that 
way. The horse with the loose rein 
did not go ahead and pull the other 
horse with him. He could not, But 
the horse that was tied back could and 
did hold back the one with loose rein 
and thereby retarded the progress of the 
team. Ifall the land had been free 
all would have been settled upon, and 
the residents have become revenue pro- 
ducing. But when only part was free 
neither the free land was settled upon 
nor the reserved land sold. Itis gener- 
ally understood that the proportion of 
free land in a township is 16 out of 
the total 36 sections. This gives 
the impression that there is still room 
for 64 settlers ina township, There 


"| may be, it is true, but there need 


be. Formerly each settler had the 
privilege of pre-empting a quarter sec- 
tion adjoining his. homestead and he 
still has the privilege of purchasing it 
if ne } leases. In this way the number 
of settlers in a township might be 
limited to 32, although there is room 
for 72 homesteads and pre-emptions or 
114cu0mesteads. Where the land has 
been handed over to railway companies 
the reserved lands are purchasable at a 
more or less reasonable figure ; but 
sirange to say where no railroad has 
been built and no land granted, and 
where therefore the greatesi necessity 
for all the advantages of close settle- 
ments exists, a settler is not even allow- 
ed to purchase land on an odd section. 
The prospective railroad is considered 
to be more valusble than the actual 
settler. Under such cireumstances it 
cannot be wondered at that settlement 
has been slow. 

It has been held as an article of faith 
in the past that a land grant wasa 
cheap and easy means of inducing the 
construction of railways in the west. 
But experience is teaching that it is the 
most expensive means that could have 
been adopted. Western railways are 
as a rule cheaply constructed. A very 
moderate cash subsidy will suffice. But 
the companies used to prefer land. Not 
only because they got a larger nominal 
value in land than they would have re- 
ceived in cash, but also because they 
expected to make big things out of the 
land as a speculation. But in recent 
years they have found it impossible to 
realize the nominal value, to say no- 
thing ‘of their speculative dreams, and 
their attempts to realize, or in other 
words their holding for a price,has been 
the principal cause of the slow settle- 
ment and the keeping down of prices. 
There was too much land to allow of 
the quick sales and high prices of boom 
days to continue for long, unless there 
had been a phenomenal increase in set: 
tlement such as the universal reserves 
absolutely prohibited. It has been 
said that Eastern Canada will not give 
bonuses to railways in the west. But 
why should not Eastern Canada help to 
build railways in the Northwest as well 
as Western Canada be mortgaged to 
build railways in Eastern Canada, as’ it 
is. However, this is nota proper way 
of looking atthe matter. There is no 
East and no West,we are all citizens and 
tax payers of the one country; in which 
the development of the west means the 
prosperity of the east. Whatever 
policy will tend most to develop the 
West is best for the East, and the 
people of the East are beginning to see 
the matter in that light. They have as 
they say spent millions for the develop- 
ment of the West. Their complaint is 
not that they have speat the money, 
but that the purpose for which it was 
spent has not been attained. That 
western [progress has not been gener- 
ally and fully satisfactory must be ad- 
mitted ; and the present is a good time 
to consider in the light of experience 
what has been the matter, witha view 
of amending the unfavorable conditions 
in all particulars in which they can be 
amended. And the matter of reserved 
land is one of those particulars,

The Winnipeg Commercial after sizing up 
the wheat situation says: ‘‘ Altogether the 
producers of America have the best oppor- 
tunity they have had for years to make the 
foreign consumers pay fair prices for their 
wheat,” 

The Okotoks irrigation company of Cal-- 
gary is authorized to take water from Sheep 
Creek to irrigate 5000 acres of land. The 
probable consumers of water nember 17, the 
value of the lands to be irrigated in their 
present condition is placed at $tan acre 
and the rate to be charged for water is $1.00 
an acre. 

Wheat has been a partical failure in Mex- 
ica owing to drouth and the Mexicangorern- 
ment has removed the duty for seyeral 
months. This has given a profitable outlet 
for Kansas wheat. 

The rise in the price of wheat has brought 
out a perfect avalanche of wheat through- 
out Manitoba. The Free Press says that a fair 
export price at country points in Manitoba 
would be 60 cexts to 61 cents but owing 
to the competition of the millers it is bring- 
ing an average of 66c ents. At Neepawa 
where there was specially keen competition 
between buyers the price ran up to 95 cents 
on Saturday October 17th. During the 
week ending Saturday the 17th, the C. P. 
R. sent east over a million bushels ot 
wheat. 

Vancouver World: James Noble, who 
was one of the chiefs in the party that went 
to Tete Jeune Cache to explore the mica 
mines there, has formed a very favorable 
opinion of the extent and value of the pro- 
perty. There are, he says, unquestionably 
huge deposits of which will turn out to 
be of tirss rate quality. A good deal 
would need to be expended in development, 
but the question yet to be solved is the 
method of getting the mica out to the mar- 
ket. He belives that it would be quite 
ieasable to trans port it in scows down the 
Fraser river. The Fraser is only a féw 
miles from the mine, and the construction of 
a roadway to the river banks would not be 
a very expensive mater. 

The St. James Gazette says the immedi- 
ate release of Dr. L. S. Jameson and Major 
Sir John Willoughby, the Transva alraiders, 
who with Major R. Grey, Colonel H. F. 
White, Major R. White and Hon. Henry E. 
Coventry, were convicted of violating the 
enlistment act, and were sentenced to fifteen 
years and seven menths imprisonment res- 
pectively is probable. 

A Free Press telegram from Prince Albert 
dated October 19th, says: Barrister A. L. 
Sifton, of Calgary, brother of Hon. Clifford 
Sifton, and formerly a resident of this town, 
arrived here on Saturday. Mr..Sifton re- 
mains to attend the Liberal convention en 
Wednesday. It is reported that Mr. Laur- 
ier wishes Hon. Clifford Sifton to run for 
Saskatchewan and that the attorney-gen- 
eral’s brother will make a big effort to se- 
cure the nomination for him at Wednesday’s 
meeting. Mr. Davis stated yesterday that 
he would ignore the convention and remain 
in the field an Independeat Liberal, if neces- 
sary, against all comers. 


The Globe’s Ottawa special of October 
20th, says: The Manitoba school commis- 
sion had a final interview with the premier 
and some of his colleagues yesterday morn- 
ing, and somewhat unexpectedly left for 
home before the eouncil met. It is presum- 
ed the few questions left over from Satur- 
day’s conference were cleared up eariy in 
the forenoon. The delegates will report to 
Greenway, and there the matter rests for 
the present. The negotiatians may be des- 
cribed aot as finally closed, but as progres- 
sing in the right direction. Their purport 
has not leaked eut, and any speculation on 
the subject would be idle, as the public are 
heartily sick of the question, and want no- 
thiag but the official announcement of the 
terms of settlement. The premier said to- 
day that this announcement need not be 
expected for some weeks yet. The settle- 
ment rests on the salutary action of the 
premier and provincial authorities.

THE SILVER QUESTION. 

An able writer, dissecting the U. 8. presi- 
dential campaign and the issues] arrives at 
these accurate conclusions: Bryanism, we 
see, is no mere demand for a change in the 
curreacy ? it isa revoluticnary rising of all 
the distressed, all the discontented, all who 
have nothing to lose by a crash. That there 
has been much beth in palitics and in com- 
merce to provoke such a rising need not be 
repeated. The fright was deserved, and 
will do good. It is one thing to say this; 1b 
is another to wish that Bryanism may win, 
and that confusion may follow, as assuredly 
it would. The French Jacobins had their 
grievances, but their triumph was ar appall- 
ing disaster. The confusion of ideas about 
the common, facts of currency is surely mar- 
yellous, and, when so much depends on the 
votes of ignorance, appalling. If a silver 
dollar is worth only halt a gold dollar, who, 
save the fraudulent debtor, would gain by 
having two doilars in silver in place otf one 
dollar in gold? When the price of silver is 
forced up, to whom will the profit go? 
Clearly to the producer, or holder of silver, 
native or foreigu, not to the people. Cana- 
da as well as the United States, would lose 
immensely by the victory of repudliation, 
not only in her American investments, and 
insurances, against which the insurance de- 
posits would be but a small set off, but by 
the disturbance of her tradewith the United 
States. Already cur exporters of lumber 
and other commodities must be feeling shy, 
since they cannot be sure that they will get 
the price of their goods in sound money and 
not in Mr. Bryan’s silver.

NORTHWEST FINANCES. 


In the Northwest legislative assembly on 
Oct. 8th, J. H. Ross, of the executive com- 
mittee, made a long and able address on the 
financial relations between the Territories 
and the Dominion. Speaking on the right 
of the Territories to a subsidy consideration 
for lands held by the Dominion, he said : 


In view of the fact that the land had pas- 
sed from them, the gcvernment made Prince 
Edward Island an allowance of $40,000 a 
year. It was possible the Territories could 
say they should receive a certain amount in 
view of the fact that any revenues which 
accrued from land did not come to us but 
went to the Dominion. It would be argued 
possibly by the government of Canada, and 
by the people of Eastern Canada, that there 
were no reyenues from the lands in this 
country. But there was a very ready an- 
swer to that. He could not see how it 
would be possible to have a revenue from the 
lands of this country when the lands had 
been given away for public works in this 
count.y. There had been given away mil- 
lions cf acres of land here for subsidies to 
railways. The people of Eastern Canada 
said. ‘“‘We have built for you a large public 
work in the building of the C. P. R.” True, 
but that work was undertaken for Canada, 
and it was supposed it would be of course a 
greater benefit to Eastern Canada than to 
Western Canada, because the population 
was in Eastern Canada. Not only were the 
Territories placed in position of having so 
much to pay per head on the indebtedness 
incurred in the building of this road,—he 
meant in the subsidy given to the C. P. R., 
—but they were also in the position that 
after having paid their share equally with 
other people in eash, they had had their 
lands taken away from them. This must be 
taken into consideration, and he had no 
doubt would be, by the Dominion govern- 
ment. Had the Territories been placed in 
the same position as the other provinces; 
had the Territories been, for the building 
of this railroad, simply taxed so much per 
head ; had an extra cash subsidy of $25,000,- 
000 been given to the C. P. R. instead of 
the acres of land subsidy, which was valued 
at $1 per acre, it would be found that Cana- 
da as a whole would to-day be paying an in- 
creased yearly interest of $750,000. Today 
the Territories had to pay their portion of 
that $750,000 of interest upon the $25,000,- 
000 of cash, which was given to the C. F. 
R., and at the time they were placed in the 
position of having had taken from them 
their only source of revenue,—the lands. 
In all the provinces the railroads had been 
subsidised by cash subsidies. In the Terri- 
tories not only had they subsidised the C.

As to the immediate necessity for an 
increased subsidy he said: To show that 
the parliament of Canada should at once 
give them an increased subsidy, he would 
point out that in 1891-2 there were in oper- 
ation in the Territories 245 schools ; at the 
end of 1895 there were enormous increases in 
service. Other services aleo had increased. 
The increase of population had made not 
only an increase in respect to schools but 
in respect to public works. With the in- 
crease of population in this country there 
had been an increase of settlements. They 
had, unfortunately in some instances, bran- 
ehed out until there were settlements in the 
very remotest parts, and facilities must be 
provided for marketing wh: the people 
produced. With increased settlements and 
increased services it was found impossi- 
ble to keep with up the requirements of the 
ceuntry. They were so hampered on 
account of the fact that their revenues were 
s0 circumscribed that they had had all 
these six or seven years to keep within the 
old services,—the old limits. It had been 
impossible to develop in any way in new 
industries, or to do anything in that direct- 
ion in the interests of the people. He had 
often heard it said on the floor of the House 
that some new departure should be made. 
If they had to deal with the estimates, hon. 
members would wish some times there were | 
no new departures to make, but that instead 
some of the old services could be cut off.
